SINCE GEORGE WASHINGTON was elected president in 1789 and 
1792 without opposition, there have been 38 presidential elections. 
This being election year again, it is interesting to reflect on some 
of these contests. Rutherford B. Hayes was elected by a single elec­ 
toral vote over Samuel Tilden in 1876 the vote being 185 to 184. Al­ 
fred Landon w as the goat of the most lopsided contest when he 
tallied only 8 electoral votes, while Franklin Roosevelt, accordingly, 
won the all-time high of 532 electoral votes. 
Since the days of the early presidents, when re-election became 
a j a habit, onlv five presidents have been returnd to office: Lincoln. 
Grant. McKinlev, Wilson and Roosevelt. The latter swamped three 
opponents to he returned as m any times and set another record 
that may stand for all time. 
Comparison bptwrrn rlpctoral votes and the popular vote is of 
particular interest. In 1941 for example: Roosevelt's popular vote 
was 2.3.602.50.5 against Dewey's 22.006.278. while the electoral col­ 
lege gave F. D. R. 132 and Deivev only 99. Pennsylvania's coveted 35 
electoral votes went to Roosevelt by the narrow margin of 1.940.479 
to 1.835.048. On the other hand, Dewey was lucky to g o Ohio's 2r> 
electoral votes by a still tigher squeeze—1.582.293 to 1.570.763. It is 
also interesting to note that the Republicans couldn t garner 
enough electoral votes in the last four elections COMBINED to elect 
a candidate. The great campaigner amassed the am azing total of 
1876 votes while his combined opponents won 248. 
Hardest fought.for electoral blocks are New York's 47. Pennsyl­ 
vania's 35, Illinois' 28, California's and Ohio's 25 each, and the 23 
from Texas. 
The life span of our presidents has decreased considerably since 
the earlv veais of the republic. John Adams lived lo he 90. James 
Madison 8a. Thomas Jefferson S3 and John Quincy Adams 80._Since 
ihe administration ot Jam es Buchannan. who lived to be 77. no 
president has lived beyond the age of 72. Seven ef our chief execu­ 
tives have died in office. Can you nam e them ? Hertbert Hoover is, 
of course, thp only living ex-president. 
THE SOLID SOUTH m ay he broken down this year over disunity 
In the democratic party. Six southern states have voted solid dem o­ 
cratic since 1908 while the republicans have a clean slate during 
Ihe same period in only one state—Vermont. Maine w ent over Into 
the democratic column in the 1912 cam paign but has kept in the 
G. O. P. ranks since then. 
Third party efforts have met vv ith no success. Robert LaFollette of 
Wisconsin m anaged to get only 13 electoral votes in 1924 on a prog­ 
ressive ticket. Teddy Roosevelt knocked out Howard Taft in 1912 
but w as no m atch for Woodrow Wilson, who won by a landslide.
